From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

Once  when  R1  Chanina  bar  R'  Chama 
and  R'  Chiya  were  arguing  with  each 
other  concerning  some  point  of  law, 
R1  Chanina  said  to  R’  Chiya,  "With 
me  would  you  argue?  Heaven 
forbid,  if  Torah  were  forgotten  from  the 
Jewish  people,  I  could 
restore  it  through  my 
deliberations!" 

R1  Chiya  replied,  "And 
you  would  argue  with  me? 
For  1  make  sure  the  Torah 
is  not  forgotten  by  the 
Jewish  people  in  the  first 
place!  What  do  I  do?  I  go  and  1  sow  flax. 

Then  I  weave  nets  from  the  grown  flax,  and  I 
trap  deer  with  these  nets  (and  I  feed  their 
meat  to  orphans).  Then  I  prepare  scrolls  of 
parchment  with  their  skins,  and  I  write  the 
Five  Books  of  the  Torah  on  these  scrolls.  Then 
1  go  up  to  a  village  where  there  are  no 
teachers,  and  1  teach  each  of  five  children  a 


different  one  of  the  five  books,  and  I  teach 
each  of  six  other  children  a  different  one  of 
the  six  orders  of  the  Mishnah  by  heart.  Then  I 
tell  them,  'During  the  time  that  1  return  to  my 
place  and  come  here  again,  teach  Scripture  to 
one  another  and  teach  Mishnah  to  one 
another.'  In  this  way,  I  make  sure  that  the 
Torah  is  never  forgotten  by  the  Jewish 
people." 

The  Talmudic  argument  between  these 
two  rabbis  encapsulates  the  essence  of 
radically  different  philosophies  and 
approaches  to  Judaism.  1  used  this  text  last 
June  when  I  spoke  at  the  Regional  Awards 
Dinner  of  the  Federation  of  Jewish  Men's 
Clubs  to  contrast  the  Billy  Graham  Crusade 
that  was  taking  place  that  very  evening  less 
than  two  miles  away,  with  the  purpose  of  the 
Men's  Club  dinner.  One  relies  on  the  cult  of 
personality — the  force  of  personality — to 
inspire  and  motivate.  The  other  is  much  less 
glamorous;  it  is  even  tedious,  requiring  a 
huge  investment  of  time  and  effort,  neither  of 
which  will  produce  immediate  results.  But 
over  a  period  of  time,  the  second  approach 
will  prove  more  enduring.  It  has  depth. 


From  the 

Chairman 

I  know  that  you  have  just  received  a  letter 
requesting  your  support  for  the  Synagogue 
through  the  annual  Kol  Nidre  Appeal.  I 
decided  to  use  this  month's  column  to 
address  the  question  of  why  this  appeal  is 
so  important.  Why  do  we  need  each  and  every 
congregant  to  participate  to  the  maximum  of 
his  or  her  capabilities,  to  give  generously,  to 
put  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  as  a  high 
priority  in  your 
philanthropic  decision 
making? 

For  many  of  you,  it 
must  seem  that  the 
Synagogue  couldn't 
possibly  really  need  your  funds.  We  have 
much  to  be  proud  of  here.  We  all  pray  together 
in  a  magnificent  structure  led  by  gifted  Rabbis 
and  Cantors.  There  are  wonderful  programs 
held  throughout  the  year  guided  by 


exceptional  professionals.  Our  schools  are 
outstanding,  from  the  Early  Childhood  Center, 
through  the  Congregational  School  and  High 
School.  For  adults,  classes  are  available  every 
night  of  the  week.  Everything  that  goes  on  in 
our  building  is  of  the  highest  quality.  How  is 
this  funded?  The  board  voted  last  May  to  raise 
dues  only  by  an  average  of  6%  and  our  tuitions 
by  an  average  of  7%.  All  the  trustees  believe 
that  our  Synagogue  must  remain  accessible. 

We  must  always  be  cognizant  of  our  members 
on  a  fixed  income,  or  new  members  just 
starting  out.  We  want  every  member's  child  to 
have  a  Jewish  education.  So  how  does  this  all 
work  out? 

Our  Synagogue  has  a  $7.5  million  dollar 
budget.  We  are  a  fiscally  responsible 
institution — every  expenditure  is  evaluated 
and  we  come  in  on  budget.  Sixty-eight  percent 
of  our  budget  goes  to  salaries — salaries  of  our 
clergy,  of  our  staff  and  of  our  teachers.  We  are 
putting  the  majority  of  our  resources  into  the 
most  valuable  asset  an  institution  can  have — 
people.  Other  costs  include  our  security 
personnel,  our  increased  insurance,  escalating 


There  is  a  place  for  Rabbi  Chanina's 
methods  in  Judaism,  but  our  tradition  looks 
more  favorably  on  Rabbi  Chiya's  labor- 
intensive,  time-consuming  approach.  Indeed, 
it  is  through  the  "Rabbi  Chiya  method"  that 
our  tradition  has  been  passed  on  and  has 
survived  across  the  millennia. 

Rabbi  Chanina  may  have  been  able  to 
provide  the  "spark,"  but  unless  that  spark 
ignites  a  steady,  burning  flame,  it  is  of  fleeting 
value.  It  must  produce  the  kind  of  fire  that 
Rabbi  Chiya  was  able  to  engender  in  his 
students. 

May  the  coming  holidays  serve  to  inspire 
us,  not  just  for  the  moment,  but  may  they 
create  an  abiding  flame  within  us  that  we  will 
be  able  to  sustain  throughout  the  entire  New 
Year.  Perhaps  that's  why  we  speak  of  being 
both  "written  and  sealed  for  a  good  year."  It's 
not  sufficient  for  it  to  be  merely  written — that 
is  the  equivalent  of  something  ephemeral;  we 
also  need  for  it  to  be  sealed — to  make  the 
transition  from  the  ephemeral  to  the  eternal.

fuel  costs  and  our  building  maintenance. 
Tuitions  help,  but  only  36%  of  this  budget  is 
covered  by  dues. 

What  makes  up  the  difference?  You  do! 

You  make  up  the  difference  through  the 
charitable  donations  you  make.

I  came  across  a  study  referred  to  by  Rabbi 
Lawrence  A.  Hoffman  in  a  speech  he  delivered 
on  March  16,  2003.  In  it  he  comments  that  no 
institution  even  begins  to  rival  the  synagogue 
in  importance  for  Jewish  continuity.  Some  70% 
of  Jews  belong  to  synagogues  at  one  time  or 
other  in  their  lives.  Judaism  is  built  on  the 
foundation  of  communal  prayer.  Communal 
prayer  happens  only  in  communities  and 
community  happens  in  synagogues.  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  your  community  and  it 
needs  you.

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In  Celebration  of 
Yom  Kippur 

Shabbat  Shuxah 

There  is  always  one  Shabbat  between 
Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur,  and  it  is 
known  as  Shabbat  Shuvah.  Its  name  is 
derived  from  the  opening  phrase  of  the 
special  hajtarah  read  that  morning: 
Shuva  Yisrael  (Return,  Israel!).  The 
hajtarah  is  unique  in  that  it  is 
comprised  of  selections  from  three 
prophets — Amos,  Joel  and  Micah — all 
containing  exhortations  to  repent.  In 
former  times,  this  Shabbat  was  one  of 
only  two  shabbatot  on  which  the  rabbi 
delivered  a  formal  sermon/discourse. 
Our  Shabbat  Shuvah  service  has  been 
endowed  in  loving  memory  of  Josef  and 
Hadassah  Rosensaft. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
that  is  observed  entirely  in  the 
synagogue.  But  the  meal  that  precedes  the 
fast  of  Erev  Yom  Kippur,  is  intended  to  be 
a  spiritual  experience  for  the  entire 
family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early,  so  that  the 
family  can  be  in  the  synagogue  before 
sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  -  the 
grace  after  meals  -  the  holiday  candles 
are  lit  and  the  following  blessings  are 
recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav 
vetzivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom 
HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us 
by  The  Commandments  and  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Yom 
Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach 
this  season. 

•  Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to 
fast  until  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it 


is  a  tradition  that  they  do  observe  the  fast 
in  part  to  the  extent  that  they  are  able 
to.  Self-denial  in  food  and  other 
physical  pleasures  is  part  of  the 
tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of  Sabbaths.” 
However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition  state 
that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health 
is  a  prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is 
ill  or  weak,  it  is  the  obligation  of  the 
individual  to  consult  a  physician  on  the 
wisdom  of  fasting. 

•  Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light 
for  the  deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial 
Lights  must  be  lit  before  the  holiday 
candles  are  lit. 

•  Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for 
the  Kol  Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their 
children  by  placing  their  hands  on  the 
head  of  each  one.  Such  blessings  are 
introduced  by  the  following  prayer,  to 
which  parents  can  add  words  of  their 
own,  appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs 
of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a 
true,  faithful  and  honorable  son  of 
Israel,  as  were  Ephraim  and 
Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May 

God  make  you  a  faithful 
and  honorable  daughter 
of  Israel,  as  were  our 
mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca, 

Rachel  and  Leah. 

•  Forgiveness 

Just  before  leaving  the 
house  to  attend  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  members  of 
the  family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness 
for  the  wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have 
done  knowingly  or  unknowingly  during 
the  year. 

Reminders  for  Kol  Nidre 

•  It  is  customary  not  to  wear  leather 
shoes 

•  The  service  must  begin  promptly  at 
6:00  pm 

•  Bring  your  Talit — this  is  the  only 
night  of  the  year  on  which  we 
wear  a  Talit 


The  sukkah  is  a 
reminder  to  all 
generations  of  God’s 
redemption  of  the 
Jewish  people  from 
Egyptian  slavery. 


For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Wimpfheimer  it  is  now  possible  for  those 
who  are  hearing  impaired  to  use  head  sets 
while  attending  services.  Please  inform 
the  Synagogue  office  if  you  wish  to 
reserve  a  headset. 

Tzedakah 

The  Kol  Nidre  Appeal  is  the  most 
important  synagogue-wide  fundraising 
campaign  that  we  conduct  each  year,  and 
the  funds  that  are  raised  help  the  annual 
operating  budget  meet  our  needs. 
Membership  dues  account  for  only  38% 
of  the  operating  budget;  our  security  and 
insurance  costs  have  more  than  tripled  in 
the  last  two  years;  and  maintaining  our 
landmark  facility  requires  constant 
attention  and  improvement.  The  doors  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  are  open  365 
days  a  year  for  you.  We  hope  you  will 
make  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  one  of 
your  top  philanthropic  priorities  and 
support  us  generously. 

All  About  Sukkot 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name 
from  the  sukkah,  the  temporary  dwelling 
or  booth  built  especially  for  the  holiday. 

Says  the  Book  of  Leviticus: 
“I  did  cause  the  children  of 
Israel  to  dwell  in  booths 
when  I  brought  them  out 
of  the  Land  of  Egypt.”  The 
sukkah  is,  therefore,  a 
reminder  to  all  generations 
of  Gods  redemption  of  the 
Jewish  people  from 
Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival 
of  thanksgiving  for  the  final  ingathering 
of  the  harvest  in  the  Land  of  Israel.  Some 
of  its  symbols  clearly  recall  the  Land  and 
its  produce:  The  four  minim,  or  species, 
consist  of  an  etrog,  a  lulav,  myrtles  and 
willows.  The  lulav  is  a  branch  of  the  palm 
tree  and  is  bound  together  with  three 
short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves  ( hadasim ) 
and  two  branches  of  the  willow  tree 
( aravot ).  The  etrog  looks  like  a  large 
lemon,  but  it  smells  and  tastes  much 
sweeter.  It  has  a  pitom,  a  small

protuberance,  at  its  end.  The  rabbis  teach 
that  binding  these  different  species 
together  serves  as  an  example  to  us  of 
how  all  Jews,  different  though  we  may  be 
from  one  another,  must  be  bound 
together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at 
two  points  in  the  morning  service,  during 
Hallel,  right  after  morning  Amidah,  and 
during  Hoshanot,  each  day  of  the  holiday, 
except  on  Shabbat,  when  we  march 
around  the  synagogue  with  them  in  a 
magnificent  procession. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the 
15th  day  of  Tishri,  and  the  first  two  days 
are  observed  as  major  festival  days.  The 
next  five  days  are  Hoi  Hamoed,  the 
Intermediate  Days  of  the  festival.  These 
days  are  half-holidays;  while  most  labor  is 
permitted,  except,  of  course,  on  the 
Sabbath,  we  continue  to  eat  meals  in  the 
sukkah  and  to  make  the  blessings  over  the 
four  minim,  waving  them  during  the 
recitation  of  the  Hallel  and  when  marching 
with  them  during  the  hymns  (Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter 
Sukkah,  named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and 
May  Ellen  Ritter,  is  constructed  on  the 
roof.  A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter 
Sukkah  following  every  service  during 
Sukkot,  and  dinner  is  served  there  almost 
every  night  of  Sukkot. 

All  About  Shemini  Atzeret 
and  Simhat  Torah 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a 
separate  holiday  from  Sukkot,  and  is 
called  Shemini  Atzeret,  the  “Eighth  Day  of 
Assembly.”  We  no  longer  eat  in  the 
sukkah,  and  in  Israel  prayers  for  rain  are 
recited  during  the  service.  The  Yizkor 
Memorial  Prayers  are  also  recited  on 
Shemini  Atzeret. 

Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the 
joyous  festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the 
“Rejoicing  of  Torah”  It  is  during  the 
morning  service  on  Simhat  Torah  that  the 
last  verse  and  the  first  verse  of  the  Torah 
are  read,  a  bold  demonstration  of  our 
belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is  never- 
ending.  We  march  joyfully  in  hakafot 
(processions) ,  in  which  we  carry  the 
Scrolls  of  the  Law. 


During  Simhat  Torah,  it  is  customary 
for  congregations  to  honor  two 
members  who  have  contributed  in 
important  ways  to  the  life  of  their 
synagogue  and/or  the  Jewish 
community  in  which  they  live.  In 
accordance  with  this  Jewish 
tradition,  this  year  during  the  Simhat 
Torah  service  on  Wednesday,  October 
26,  the  23rd  day  of  Tishri  5766,  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  will  honor  two 
such  special  congregants:  Paul 
Corwin  will  be  called  to  the  Torah  as 
Hatan  Torah  and  then  Sherry  Cohen 
will  be  called  to  the  Torah  as  Kallah 
Bereshit. 

Paul  Corwin 

Paul  Corwin’s 
efforts  of  the 
past  few  years, 
chairing  the 
committee  that 
has  developed 
the  creative  and 
engaging 
programming  for 
each  year’s 
theme,  have  been  felt  throughout  the 
congregation.  A  member  of  P.A.S.  for 
over  15  years,  Paul  began  studying 
Talmud  with  Rabbi  Crespy,  which 
sparked  his  connection  to  the 
Synagogue  and  to  the  Jewish 
community.  He  is  a  Trustee  of  P.A.S., 
Vice-President  of  the  Men’s  Club, 
and  regularly  participates  in  the 
Havurah  service. 

He  is  also  extensively  involved  in 
the  greater  Jewish  community  and  in 
Israel.  A  Wexner  Heritage  Fellow, 
Paul  is  active  in  many  UJA- 
Federation  programs,  including  the 
Israel  Experience  for  teens,  and  he 
travels  to  Israel  frequently  to  visit 
UJA-Federation-funded  programs. 
Because  he  knows  Israel  so  well,  he 
was  thrilled  to  recruit  and  organize 


the  December  2004  P.A.S. 
congregational  trip  to  Israel,  which 
was  the  culmination  of  “Israel  This 
Year”  programming,  and  to  travel 
with  so  many  of  his  fellow 
congregants. 

Jewish  life  and  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  are  an  important  part  of  his 
family’s  life,  too.  His  children  attended 
The  Congregational  School  and  then 
Ivry  Prozdor  Hebrew  High  School  at  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  His  wife, 
Anne,  is  also  active  at  the  Synagogue  as 
a  member  of  WEG  and  in  many  of  the 
programs  that  take  place  throughout  the 
year. 

Sherry  Cohen 

Sherry  Cohen’s 
association  with 
Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  began 
in  the  late  1960s 
when  her 
parents  joined 
the 

congregation. 

She  is  currently 
co-president  of  the  Sisterhood  and 
has  been  deeply  involved  in  the 
revival  and  expansion  of  Sisterhood 
activities.  She  and  her  co-president, 
Estelle  Roth,  are  strongly  committed 
to  providing  a  broad  range  of 
interesting  daytime  activities  for 
members  of  Sisterhood  and  the  entire 
P.A.S.  community.  To  that  end,  the 
Sisterhood  started  the  Daytime  Book 
Discussion  Group  last  year  and  has 
founded  the  Sholom  Aleichem 
Yiddish  Club  of  P.A.S.,  which  begins 
this  Fall.  Sherry  is  also  on  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Metropolitan 
Branch  of  the  Women’s  League  of 
Conservative  Judaism  and  is 
involved  with  the  American 
Technion  Society.

In  his  book  “I  Am  Jewish,”  Judea 
Pearl  compiles  writings  of  a  diverse 
group  of  Jews,  from  the  famous  to 
the  not-so-famous.
